Fellow-citizens, why istis so? 

It is because those great truths advoeated 
by our party have béen crowned with suc-

Organization of Congress—Linn Boyd Re- 
Elected Speaker — Jola W. Foruey, 
Clerk—Atchison, President of the Sen- 
ale— Message of President Pierce 
By Telegroh to the San Francieco Herald.

ONGAMZATION OF CONGRESS.” 

Washington, Dee 5,—Congress met to- 
day, at noon In the House of Represen- 
fatiyes, 217 members were present. After 
some preliminary proceedings the House 
went into an election for officers On bal~ 
loting for Speaker, Linn Boyd had 143 
votes and was duly elected. Jolin W. 
Forney was elected Clak, Tho Senate 
organized, with Me. Atchison, President 
pro tem., in the Chair. The credentials of 
Messrs. Johnson of Arkansas, Bell of Ten- 
nessee, and Allen of Rhode Island, were 
presented. Mr Benjamin, of Louisiana, 
announced the election of John Shdell as 
Senator from Louissana, in place of Mr. 
Soule. Mr. Shdell and the other new 
mombérs were then sworn in ard took 
their seats Commilfces were appointed 
to wait upon the President of the United 
Slates, to inform him of the organization, and 
that the two Houses were ready to receire 
a Message from him. 

The Presidents Message had not been 
delivered up tothe 7th, but a correspondent 
of the New Orleans Picayune managed to 
get hold of a copy—surroptitrously, a8 18 
charged by the othor New Orleans papers 
that did not get it—and telegraphed it to 
New Orleans 

TUE PROSIDENT’S MFSSAGE. 

Washington, Dec. 4, 1853, 10 r7 1 — 
The Message, which it 19 expected, will be 
delivered to-morrow, ts briefer Chan usual. 

It reaffirms the principles which have 
been enumerated by Mr, Marcy in the 
Koszta case, and proclaims the determina-
